The bamboo, so important a source 


of wealth in Japan and China, exists 


in many varieties and not only sup­ 


plies the Orient with building mater­ 
ial, but is usea for ropes, mats, kitch­ 
en utensils and a host of other arti­ 
cles. 
One kind is even cultivated as 
a s a vegetable and the young shoots 
a re eaten like asparagus. 
The plant 
is not confined to the tropics, as is 
often supposed, but is found in Ja ­ 
pan where tnere are heavy falls of 
snow in winte.*. 
A recent writer sug­ 
gests that it siiould prove a valuable 
addition to the plants cultivated in 
the United Stages. A remarkable char­ 
acteristic of tee bamboo is its rapid 
growth, and there are records of a 
v gain of three feet in a single day, or 
an average of an inch and a half an 
hour.

Westrumite, a mixture of the heavy 
oils of tar emulsified by ammonia, is 
added to ten or twenty times its vol­ 
ume of water and applied to roads by 
an ordinary watering cart, three or 
four consecutive appliances giving a 
permanent laying of dust. 
It seems 
to be less slippery than tar or tar oils 
and may be applied without waiting 
for the road to become perfectly dry. 
It is gaining favor in France, and to 
test it. thoroughly, half of one Paris 
avenue is treated with it 
and the 
other half wiui tar.

COMPANIESIOSS IS $200,000 


Charge Made That Employes of Var­ 
ious Lines Are Selling Tickets to 
Chicago and St. Louis Scalp­ 
ers— Railroad Notes. 


Chicago, 
Ml., Aug. 5.—Chicago-St. 


Louis lines have just discovered that 


conductors on various roads, and cer- 


'ia scalpers of Chicago and St. I^oii- 
for some time have <beer engaged 
in a conspiracy to defraud the 
rail­ 
roads through the manipulation of ex­ 
position tickets. 
It is declared that 
instead of taking up return coupons 
and turning them into the company, 
oondnctors have been selling them to 
scalpers at from $2 to $3 each. 
In many instances when tickets Is­ 
sued a t Louisville or other points to 
St. Louis and return were presented 
conductors are said to have taken up 
th e whole ticket, giving the passen­ 
ger a return coupon that already had 
been used. 
It is etimated that in this manner 
Chieago-St. Louis roads have been de­ 
frauded out of $200,000. 
To stop these peculations the rail­ 
roads affected have put collectors on 
all through trains, and have given in­ 
structions that all exposition tickets be 
validated at the joint agencies in St. 
Louis for their return passage, tickets 
to be good only on certain trains and 
certain dates.

New York, August 5.—A cablegram 
to William Ziegler, of New York, the 
backer and financier cf the north pole 
expedition now in the field, under the 
leadership of Anthonv Fiala, of Brook­ 
lyn, brings the news that the relief 
expedition 
which 
was sent out a 
month ago. has been successful in its 
first attempt to effect a junction with 
the explorers. 
The cablegram is from Yardoo. Nor­ 
way. and is as follows: 
"Unable 
to 
force 
passage from 
Franz Joseph. 
Were compelled to re­ 
turn for coal. 
Conditions favor later 
efforts. 
Sail again Friday. 
\\ ritmg. 
All well.—Ciiamp.” 
W. S. Champ is Mr. Ziegler’s sec­ 
retary. 
He left the 1 nited States a 
few months ago to take charge of the 
relief expedition which sailed from 
Tromzoo, Norway, on July 6, not quite 
a month ago. 
The interpretation of Champ’s cable 
gram is that this is an unusually se­ 
vere season in the arctic regions and 
that the sea i> so effectually blocked 
with ice floes that he was unable to 
make his way to Franz Joseph land, 
which was the base of operations of 
the Ziegler expedition. 
His ship has 
been bucking ice floes for nearly a 
month. 
Fiala and his party have now been 
in the Arctic field for over a year. The 
Ziegler expedition sailed from Norway 
on June 23, 1913, bound for Franz Jo­ 
seph Land. 
This point has long been 
considered by many eminent explor­ 
ers as the most favorable one from 
which to make a d&sn toward the pole. 
It was the base of operations of the 
Italian expedition under the duke of 
Abruzzi, a few years ago, when Capt. 
Cagni and a sledge party succeeded in 
establishing a new record for the far­ 
thest north. 
It was also the winter 
home of Nansen and Johansen after 
they retreated from the Fram, north 
of Franz Joseph Land. 
It was the plan of the Ziegler expe­ 
dition to establish a base of supplies 
at the most northerly point in the 
archipeligo, to which their vessel, the 
America, 
could 
be forced, and by 
sledging parties to make a final dash 
for the pole. 
The plan of the main 
expedition 
was to winter at Franz 
Joseph Land and make preparations 
for the main effort. 
Fiala’s intention 
was to begin bis sledge expedition in 
March of this year and return to his 
base, if possibie, by July 4. 
So, not­ 
withstanding the failure of the relief 
expedition to reach him, it is very 
possible that his dash northward and 
return has been completed and that 
news of anothci great achievement in 
the Arctic :s only awaiting an outlet 
to the world.
